The custom 
of dressing up in costumes 
dates back many, many 
centuries when Christians 
dressed up as their favorite 
saint to celebrate the 
holyday of All Saints Day 
on November 1. The word 
“hallow” means holy and 
ancient Christians celebrated 
“all hallows eve”, October 
31, with costumes and food. 
The custom has evolved over 
the centuries and today’s 
children and many adults 
celebrate what has become 
known as “Halloween” with 
costume parties and going 
from house to house to be 
treated with candy so that the 
homeowner does not have 
to suffer the consequences 
of non-compliance! If our 
grandchildren can be used 
as an example, we’re pretty 
sure that many teachers are 
dealing with the effects of 
too much sugar consumed 
by their students yesterday 
and with that we will express 
a “Happy Halloween” to 
everyone! 

There have been a few 
complaints lately concerning 
homeowners setting their 
trash out too soon before the 
designated Rumpke Trash 
Pickup day which results in 
blowing trash. This Titter- 
waiting-for-a-place-to-land’ 
is very annoying to neighbors, 
but it can also result in fines 
for the guilty party. Bracken 
County’s Solid Waste 
Management Ordinance No. 


87-002 specifically states 
that trash must be contained 
in lidded containers and the 
only time the lid is removed 
is when the homeowner puts 
trash into the container or 
when Rumpke removes it to 
dispose of the accumulated 
trash. In other words, if you 
are going to keep your trash 
cans at the curb, they have 
to have a securely fitting lid 
so that animals cannot get 
into the contents, and if the 
cans are blown by the wind, 
the lid remains in place. 
Not only do the cans need 
to be maintained, but the 
ordinance provides that The 
area surrounding them need 
to be kept in a clean, neat 
and sanitary condition at all 
times. Solid waste shall be 
stored in a manner that will 
not provide harborage to 
rodents and vermin and will 
not create a fire hazard.’ It 
seems very inconvenient to 
keep garbage cans at the curb 
unless taking the garbage out 
is part of your daily exercise 
routine! 

Roll-offs continue to be 
available in the county for 
citizen use and for current 
locations, it is advisable 
to contact the Judge 
Executive’s Office of Earl 
Bush at 735-2300. As of this 
Monday morning, dumpsters 
are at Galloway’s store lot in 
Berlin, on Bobby Downard’s 
lot in Powersville, and at the 
RR Underpass at the end of 
Long Stretch in Augusta. 
Once these two containers are 
filled, they will be removed 
and located to a different 
area. Please do not put tires 
into these roll-offs! It is 
against the regulations of the 
Mason County Landfill and 
creates a double expense for 
the disposal of these tires.

Bracken County Historical 
Society Ghost Stories 

Several months ago we 
asked that those folks knowing 
anything about ghosts in Brack¬ 
en County to please contact us. 
The response has been slow but 
steady and at this time of ghosts 
and goblins we thought it timely 
to update you on this important 
topic. 

The first thing we heard 
was, “I don’t believe in ghosts.” 
Well, that’s fine, but do you 
believe in angels? “Oh, yes, I 
know that angels are here.” 

Well, this set us off on our 
research project. Are ghosts just 
spirits that have failed to cross 
over? Are angels spirits that 
have come back to help us??? 
The questions are many and the 
answers few. 

Here are the tales we have 
collected so far. Remember, this 
is oral history. You may agree or 
disagree—it’s up to you. 

Heard from two former 
residents of the home where 
Nelson Marksberry lived. Both 
will swear that when they lived 
in the home, they would hear a 
knock at the door, open it, and 
a rush of cold air and footsteps 
would enter the room. One 
of these former residents is a 
senior citizen and the other a 
young lady who lived there sev¬ 
eral years. 

Nelson Marksberry was 
killed in 1915 and buried in 
Owen Cemetery. The residents 
in the area say that there are 
times when he is heard walking 
along the road, whistling, and he 
goes home, knocks on the door 
and enters when it is opened. 
Several people have seen his 
apparition, walking and whis¬ 
tling. What do you think? 

In the Berlin-Powersville 
area there is an old home, Civil 
War era, that was the residence 
of a Confederate sympathizer. 
During the Battle of Augusta 
and the subsequent retreat of 
the Basil Duke forces, there 
was a rebel soldier who was 
badly wounded and could not 
travel with his retreating com¬ 
rades. He was left in the care 
of the owner of this home. The 
owner knew that the Union sol¬ 
diers and the home guard would 
be searching for any stragglers. 
Wounded rebels had to be found 
so they could be shown Union 
justice, a prison camp, or worse. 
The wounded soldier was placed 


in the attic of the home, and the 
story goes that he was bleed¬ 
ing so much that the blood ran 
through the ceiling and down 
the side walls. Eventually he 
died and was never able to re¬ 
turn to the South. 

This man left his mark— 
bloodstained walls and ceiling. 
On these cool fall days, if you 
are near the place, you can hear 
the wounded rebel moaning, and 
after all these years the blood 
will show up on the walls and 
ceiling. It cannot be covered up, 
and some say there is a place on 
the floor where the blood is still 
fresh. 

The Battle of Augusta be¬ 
gan September 27, 1862 and 
last three days. Then the retreat 
began and went on for several 
days, so the soldier probably 
died in the waning days of Sep¬ 
tember or early October. Want 
to see if we can find the place, 
see the blood, maybe talk to the 
spirit??? 

On the river shore east of 
Augusta, where a couple of corn 
cribs now stand, several years 
ago there was as old chimney. 
The story goes that was the re¬ 
mains of an old river captain’s 
house. 

The story teller advised us 
that this was a fine home at one 
time, with a widow’s walk on 
top so his wife could walk and 
watch the river for her Captain 
husband to return home. It was 
on one of those days she was 
walking, watching the river 
from her vantage point, when 
his boat hove into view. As she 
watched, he approached Au¬ 
gusta, then, when the boat was 
abreast of his home, it suddenly 
blew. A huge explosion: fire, 
smoke, debris. The wife was in 
shock and died a few days later. 

The story goes that for years 
the widow’s spirit could be seen 
walking the widow’s walk of 
the house, her figure glowing in 
the night. After the house was 
finally torn down leaving only 
the chimney, her spirit could 
still be seen, shining, floating 
around the chimney. Now that 
the chimney has been destroyed 
and the metal corn cribs are 
there, there are those who can 
still see the shining spirit float¬ 
ing around the area, a faithful 
wife waiting for her beloved 
husband—she will wait forever. 
Do you believe?? 

These are some of the sto¬ 
ries we have collected. Do you 
know of any others? Let us 
know. Jack L. Weiss

Fall is known for its 
abundance of great, fresh 
foods, and apples are among 
the most popular. You can 
prepare apples in many dif¬ 
ferent ways and include them 
as ingredients in main cours¬ 
es, side dishes and desserts. 

Not only are apples great 
additions to any meal, but 
they are also packed full of 
nutrients. They are low in 
calories, fat and sodium, 
cholesterol free and a great 
source of fiber. Apples also 
contain phytochemicals 
that may help prevent many 
chronic diseases including 
cancer, heart disease, asthma 
and diabetes. 

The United States is 
home to more than 2,500 
varieties of apples. Several 
of those are grown in Ken¬ 
tucky, including Red De¬ 
licious, Rome, Winesap, 
Gala, Jonathan, Cortland and 
Golden Delicious. You can 
get Kentucky-grown apples 
at orchards, farmers mar¬ 
kets and some grocery stores 
across the state. Look for the 
Kentucky Department of Ag¬ 
riculture’s Kentucky Proud 
label when shopping. 

When selecting apples, 
look for firm, crisp and col¬ 
orful fruit. Avoid apples 
with shriveled skins, bruises, 
worm holes or decayed spots. 
Apples last longer in your re¬ 
frigerator, either in the crisp¬ 
er drawer or in an unsealed 
plastic bag. You can leave 
apples out on the counter for 
a few days, but an extensive 
period of time at room tem¬ 
perature will cause apples 
to shrivel and lose flavor 
and crispness. Store apples 
separately from vegetables, 
because apples naturally re¬ 
lease small amounts of ethyl¬ 


ene gas that can damage let¬ 
tuce and other produce. 

Here’s a recipe from the 
Kentucky Proud program 
that incorporates apples: 
Bone-in Pork Chops 
with Apples and Onions 
Ingredients: 

2 Kentucky Proud pork 
chops, bone-in 
Salt and pepper, to taste 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 Kentucky Proud apple, 
sliced 

1 Kentucky Proud onion, 
sliced 

1 cup chicken stock or ap¬ 
ple cider, to deglaze 

1 tablespoon butter, op¬ 
tional 
Directions: 

1. Pat the pork chops dry 
with paper towels, and season 
well with salt and pepper. 

2. In a large skillet on 
high heat, heat olive oil and 
brown the pork chops well, 
about 3 to 4 minutes per side. 
At this point, the pork chops 
will be well browned, but not 
cooked all the way through. 

3. Transfer chops to a 
separate platter. 

4. Add the apple and on¬ 
ion to the pan, and cook until 
softened and nicely caramel¬ 
ized. 

5. Add chicken stock or 
apple cider, and scrape food 
morsels from the surface of 
the pan. 

6. Nestle the pork chops 
back into the pan, and bring 
the mixture to a simmer. 
Simmer until pork chops are 
cooked through and season 
with salt and pepper. 

7. Add butter to the sauce 
at the last minute for extra 
richness, if desired.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 



Given the greater focus 
our nation now puts on high¬ 
way safety, it can be difficult 
to remember what it was like 
before the era of better car 
and road design and tougher 
law enforcement. 

In the early 1970s, 


we were losing more than 
50,000 people a year to traf¬ 
fic accidents, but that num¬ 
ber has since shrunk to less 
than 34,000, even with sig¬ 
nificantly more miles being 
driven. 


Injuries from these acci¬ 
dents have dropped as well, 
from 169 people who were 
hurt per 100 million miles a 
quarter-century ago to 80 in 
2012, according to the Na¬ 
tional Highway Traffic Safe¬ 
ty Administration. 

Kentucky’s numbers 
have largely followed the 
same trend, but the decline 
has been especially steep 
during the last decade. As 
recently as 2006, traffic fa¬ 
talities were topping more 


than 900 a year, but 2013’s 
total was 638 - and we’re 
thankfully on track to see 
even fewer this year. 

For some time now, the 
Kentucky State Police has 
been gathering data on ev¬ 
ery traffic accident across 
the state - 146,000 overall in 
2013 - to compile a highly 
detailed report that gives us a 
much clearer picture of what 
is working and what needs 
improvement. 

Their numbers show that 


about two-thirds of these ac¬ 
cidents took place in urban 
areas last year, but more than 
half of the traffic fatalities 
were in the rural parts of the 
state. Three-fourths of the 
total accidents occurred dur¬ 
ing the day, in dry conditions 
and on roads that are straight 
and either level or on an in¬ 
cline. Two-thirds involved 
two or more vehicles. 

October was the busiest 
month for traffic accidents,

among the days of the week. 
Those switched to June and 
Saturday, however, when just 
focusing on fatalities. 

Deadly accidents dur¬ 
ing the major holidays were 
much lower in 2013 than in 
2012, but nearly a third of 
last year’s holiday fatalities 
took place just over Thanks¬ 
giving. While the numbers 
fluctuate annually, Memo¬ 
rial Day, Labor Day and the 
Fourth of July are usually 
more dangerous times. 

Alcohol, not surprising¬ 
ly, is a major factor behind 
many auto accidents. While 
there was a decline in this 
type of accident last year, 
alcohol-related deaths went 
up 10 percent. This wasn’t 
always because of a drunk 
driver, either; of the 55 pe¬ 
destrians who were killed 
last year, 16 were intoxicated 
themselves. 

Many other fatalities 
were potentially preventable 
as well. More than half of 
those who died in a vehicle 
were not wearing a seatbelt, 
and just 25 of the 84 killed 
while on a motorcycle - and 
none of the 15 who died while 
riding an all-terrain vehicle 
- were wearing a helmet. 

On the plus side, seatbelt 
usage continues to improve 
here in Kentucky, with the 
figure now at 85 percent. 
Other recent laws are keep¬ 
ing us from texting while 
driving, and it now takes 
much longer for young teen 
drivers to get an unrestricted 
license. That extra time is 
needed, because teens make 
up about 7.2 percent of all 
drivers in Kentucky but are 
involved in 15 percent of all 
traffic accidents. 

Another positive factor 
in our favor is the stepped- 
up efforts of law enforce¬ 
ment. Back in June, for ex¬ 
ample, the Kentucky State 
Police teamed up with five 
other states to crack down 
on distracted driving. Over 
the seven-day period, almost 
2,000 citations were issued 
as part of the program, 153 
of which were given here in 
Kentucky. 

Given the rise of smart 
phones, and more bells and 
whistles being added to our 
vehicles, it can be all too 
easy to take our eyes off the 
road, but it’s an impulse we 
have to learn to ignore. If 
we don’t, we risk losing the 
gains we have made in recent 
years. With that in mind, I 
encourage you to give your¬ 
self a little extra time to trav¬ 
el and a little more space be¬ 
tween vehicles, especially as 
we ready for another round 
of winter. Those extra pre¬ 
cautions could make all of 
the difference in the world.

For the final regular sea¬ 
son meet of the year for Au¬ 
gusta’s cross country team, 
the Panthers competed in 
the “Run for the Water Bar¬ 
rel” hosted by Clark County 
at Lykins Park on Thursday, 
October 23. Augusta, one of 
the smaller schools in atten¬ 
dance, competed against La¬ 
fayette, Scott County, Bryan 
Station, Clark County, Bath 
County, and Montgomery 
County. 

Throughout most of 
the race, Augusta’s Cam¬ 
ryn Snapp and Lafayette’s 
Thomas Hill battled for the 
lead. Snapp edged Hill out 
at the finish with a time of 
17:12.55, claiming the boys’ 
varsity individual champion. 
Lafayette’s Hill finished in 
17:13.10. David Reed was 
the next Panther to cross the 
finish line in 20:11. Seventh 
grader Seth Fouts set a new 
personal record, running the 
course in 22:47. Jon Bar¬ 
rett finished the 5K in 25:00 
flat, while Adam Sallee ran a 
27:55, a personal record for 
him. Rhys Todd, nursing a 
slight ankle injury, sat out 
as a precaution in order to 
be healthy for the Regional 
Championship Saturday. 

This marked the first 
time Barrett and Sallee had 
ran the course, while Fouts 
had ran the 3K course at the 
meet last year. “I was glad to 
see Adam and Seth set PRs 
heading into the Region,” 
said Coach Tim Litteral. 
“Jon was out sick one day 
and coming off vacation, so 
we’re still working on get¬ 
ting him back down to where 
we know he can run. He did 
improve over 30 seconds 
from Saturday.” For Reed, 
this was the first time outside 
of the Mason County course 
that he ran below the 21:00 
mark. “David performs well 
at Mason, typically running 
around the 20:00 mark, and 
even 19:01 at the Area 7, but 
on other courses this year, his 


times have been a little higher, 
so it was encouraging to see 
him run near the 20:00 mark on 
a course other than Mason.” 

Snapp, a junior, earned his 
second individual race champi¬ 
on in the last two weeks, with 
two first places finishes and a 
third place finish. “Camryn’s 
had a great season even before 
these last two weeks, but in the 
last two weeks, I feel like he 
has continued to improve and 
kicked it up a notch,” Litteral 
said. “The first place finish at 
the Buffalo Trace was great, 
but outside of something unex¬ 
pected happening, we expect¬ 
ed that. Then to get into the 
16:00s at the Area 7 was a big 
step, and then to win this race, 
where he did have to compete 
to the very end was another 
positive step forward.” 

Next, the Panthers turn 
their attention to the Region 5 
“A” Championship, which will 
be held at the Mason County 
cross country course. Litteral 
expressed his pleasure at the 
Region being held at Mason 
County. “Not only is it close to 
home, most of my runners love 
the course. Many have set PRs 
there.” In cross country, the 
number of full teams (at least 


five runners) that report to 
the start line in each region 
determines how many teams 
advance to the state cham¬ 
pionship. If there are 7-9 
teams, four would advance. 
Litteral feels his team, who 
has not advanced to state 
since they restarted the pro¬ 
gram in 2011, has a chance 
to qualify. “I feel like we’re 
a bubble team. We have a 
real opportunity to advance 
this year, depending on how 
we perform that day, but we 
will have to perform very 
well.” The top five individu¬ 
als not on a qualifying team 
also advance to state. Au¬ 
gusta has had three instances 
of individuals qualifying for 
state. 

The Region 5 “A” 

Championship is Saturday, 
November 01. The first call 
for the Class “A” Boys race, 
where Augusta competes, 
is 2:15 p.m. Leading up to 
that race will be the Region 6 
“AA” and Region 6 “AAA” 
races starting at 9:30am, as 
well as the Region 5 “A” 
Girls race at 1:45pm. Ad¬ 
mission for the day is $5 per 
adult and $3 per student.

Kentucky acquitted itself 
well against against Mississippi 
State last week. By Old-Days 
standards, a two-touchdown loss 
to No. 1 in America would be a 
win of sorts. Not anymore. 

Mississippi State dem¬ 
onstrated what Mark Stoops 
knows full well, there is much 
to do before Kentucky gets into 
conversation about SEC cham¬ 
pionship. 

Meanwhile, Big Blue fans 
ought be pleased with how 
perception is becoming reality. 
Television analysts Jesse Palmer 
(SEC Network) and Gary Dan¬ 
ielson (CBS) have joined Andre 
Ware singing praises. 

Palmer is a well spoken 
communicator with SEC com¬ 
bat experience (Florida).

Covering Kentucky each 
dutifully described shortcom¬ 
ings and gaffes, but all three 
mouthed high praise for the 
All-New-People Wildcats and 
what Stoops and staff are doing.

New-People Wildcats travel 
to Missouri with a fair chance.

Paper classes for student- 
athletes at North Carolina?
